MOB PREMIER

Attack Asquiih's Taxicab and
Smash Windows.

SHOW POLICE STRENUOUS TIME

Cripple In Invalid Chair Refuses to
Move and Brakes Wheels With
Hands, Forcing Constables to Re-
move MHer From Battlefield by
Force — Routed From Parliament
House, Women Attack Homes of
Cabinet Members.

London, Nov. 23.--8Buffragettes, In-
censed over Premler Asquith’'s “con-
cession” in the house of commons of
A grant of time for Lthe discussion
pext year of the suffragist bill, again
marched agalnst the parllament
bullding. Hundreds of women en-
gaged the police In a ¢lash In which
at least a dozen were Injured, though
none seriously.

The polioe had been tipped off to
the demonstration, and heavy rein-
forcements were on hand. At the
helght of the demonstration Asquith's
taxicab appeared on the scene. The
women  immediately surrounded it
and, before peing driven back by the
police, they succeeded in breakimg
the windows of the vehlcle,

It Is estimated that about 500 per-
sons, Including 300 women, took part
fn the melee. There were 92 arrests.
Among these were Mrs. Emeline
Punkhurst and other prominent suf-
fragette leaders, Including a woman
who spent Sunday night and all of
Monday on the roof of a musie hall
in ordar to interrupt the apeech there
of Chancellor of the Exchequer Lloyd
George.

A suffragette also succesded lu
molesting Augustine Birrell, chiaf
secretary for Ireland, while he was
talking in 8t. James park, near
Downing street, He escaped in an
automobile which had been placed at
his disposal by a spectator.

Desert Thelr Fallen Heroes.

The police had lttle dificulty in
dispersing the last force of suffra-
gettes, The women, finding it Im-
possible to advance, retreated, leay-
ing some half dozen prisoners in the
hands of the enemy. /

One of the most consplcuous per-
sons In the demonstration was a
erlppled woman In a wheel chair.
Wherever the fghting was thickeat
she was In the midst of {t. The po-
lice, who feared for her safety, or-
dered the woman away, but she per-
glated In remaining.

Finally a constable took charge of
the wheelchalr, with the Idea of per-
gonally conducting the woman off
the battlefield, He was folled by the
eripple holding the wheels and using
her hands like a brake. Several con-
stables thereupon lifted up both the
gripple and the chalr and ecarried
them to the police statlon.

After the mob of women was dis
persed, parties of suffragettes visited
the private residences of the minls
ters on o window-smashing expedi
tlon. Wight windows In the house of
Becretary Grey, three In the resl
dence of Winston Chuerchlll and sey-
eral In the house of Commissioner of
Works Harcourt were broken. Allo-
gether about 180 of the disturbers
were arrested.
